men were fearful that, should the walls 
fall, they might be buried under them. 
But they fought bravely, and never once 
shirked their duty.

I believe will bo done, and that is a declara- 
tion by congress upholding the Monroe 
doctrine. The Monroe doctrine has never 
been acted upon by congress, but It is not 
too late. Now is the accepted time for tis 
to act. It is a very simple doctrine, but it 
means much for this country and the 
people on this continent." 


In substance, he said that tho Monroe 


doctrino would not disturb the Europeans 
already in possession of territory on this 
continent, but it forbado the acquisition of 
any more possessions. In the case of Ven- 
ezuela, he added, the British, if permitted 
to take possession of that country, would 
have the samo right to capture Brazil. 
Nothing could stop the encroachments of 
England, and in turn Mexico and the 
Central American republics would fall 
under the-paw of tho British'lion. Then 
the menace to the safety of these United 
States would be apparent. 


He believed this government should 


preserve tbe independence of Hawaii by 
nil means, and prevent a foreign nation 
from getting possession. Ic wus beneficial 
to tiie commerce of this nation and a nest- 
door neighbor. "The Monroe doctrine," 
ho went on, "will be enunciated clearly 
and in a way that will tell when congress 
meets." 


The senator is not in favor of organizing

quet of the Clwmbcr ot Commerce of 
the state of New York was held at Dol- 
luouico's lust night. The menu1 was elabor- 
ate and the service beautiful.

triotic and popular melodlojj.1 New York's 
most solid business men were present at 
the banquet. 


Shortly after 8. o'clock President Orr 


rapped for order, and in a briuf speech, in 
which h« referred to the Armenian atroci- 
ties, introilucud Secretary Carlisle, -who 
spoke on "Our Currency System." He 
said: 


"Two years ago I had tho honor to at- 


tend your annual banquet, and to make 
some remarks, in tho course of which ] 
said that the disposition and ability of the 
government to maintain its own credit at 
the highest standard, and to preserve tho 
Integrity of all the forms of currency in 
circulation among the people, could not 
be reasonably doubted, and ought not to 
be thu subject of further controversy. 


"Since that declaration was made here, 


interest bearing bonds to the amount of 
$LG~,.U5,4COhavc been issued to procure gold 
for the redemption of United States notes 
and treasury notes, and obligations of the 
government on account of tho notes still 
remain the same as in the beginning. 
The notes are redeemed, but they are un- 
paid, and if our legislation is not changed, 
no matter how often they be presented 
und redeemed hereafter, they will still re- 
main unpaid. 


Oue-Sldml Obligation. 


"If this policy of redemption o,nd reissue 


is continued, tho interest tearing debt will 
be greatly increased, while the non-intor- 
est bearing .debt will' not be in the least 
diminished. The disadvantages of such a 
system are so obvious that ic is hardly 
necessary to enumerate them. The gov- 
ernment has undertaken to keep an un- 
limited amount of circulating note? in 
value equal to gold coin, and, at tho same' 
time, it has no legal authority to compel 
anybody to give It gold in exchange for 
the notes, or to pay gold on any demand 
due to it. The obligation is all on one side 
and the power is all on the other. 


"Our lega". standard of value is as sound 


as that of any country in the world, and 
if we had such a curruucy system as would 
certainly guarantee its permanent main- 
tenance, no government or people would 
command a larger credit or realize greater 
benefits from it than ours; but the' great 
investors of the world appreciate the dif- 
ficulties under which we are laboring, and 
until these difficulties are removed we 
cannot reasonably hope to see perfect con- 
fidence restored at home or abroad. 


"The fundamental vice in our currency 


system is the legal tender note redeemable 
in coin by the government and reissuaMe 
under the law. There are other defects, 
but this is fundamental and radical, and 
threatens the stability of tha whole vol- 
ume of our currency. So long as these 
notes are outstanding, the slightest dim- 
inution ot the coin reserve authorized 
by law for their redemption at once ex- 
cites a feeling of apprehension and mis- 
trust in the public mind, nffocM the values 
of all our securities, curtails investments 
and, more or less, seriously embarrasses 
all the business affairs of the.people. 


"In attempting to provldorti circulating 


medium consisting of its own notes re- 
deemable in coin on presentation and re- 
issi'.ablo after redemption the government 
of the United States is engaged in a busi- 
ness for which it is wholly unfitted and 
which vras never for a moment contem- 
plated by its founders. It was never con- 
templated that It should convert itself 
into a bank of issue and furnish a legal 
tender paper currency for tlTe use of the 
people.

"No change that can ho made in our 


currency system will afford tho relief to 
which the government and people aro en- 
titled unless it provides for" tho retire- 
ment and cancellation of the legal tender 
United States notes. Anything loss than 
this .will bo simply a palliative and not a 
sure for the financial ills to which the 
couulry.is now subject. 


'Whilo the pecuniary loss to which the 


people have been subjected by tho issue 
and continued circulation of legal tender 
paper has heun almost incalculable, this 
has not been by any means the only in- 
jury inflicted upon tho country. 
Tho 


widespread demoralization of public senti- 
ment resulting from the false theories 


j which such a system necessarily engen- 


ders has been, and still is, one of tho great- 


[ est sources of our financial difficulties. 


"The proposition that n promise of tho 


government to pay is monoy is just as ab- 
surd as a proposition that a promise to de- 
liver a horse is a horse. And yet there aro 
eminent men high in the public councils 
•who believe that the United States prom- 
issory note is actual money, and that tlio 
statute which compels all the people to re- 
ceive it as actual money is constitutional 
and ought to bo continued in force. 


"The pound sterling has made London 


not only the principal market, hut the 
clearing house of the world. England not 
only realizes great profits from her own 
trade, but the ^international trade of all 
our countries, for the simple reason that 
the balances are settled upon the basis of 
her standard of value, and tho credits 
•which represent them almost necessarily 
pass through tho hands of her merchants 
and bankers. 


"With an inferior currency, wo could 


never successfully contest her supremacy, 
and the belief that we can punish her or 
enrich ourselves by destroying the value 
of our own money is one of the most re- 
markablo delusions of the age. 
"We are 


Ereat enough and strong enough to main- 
tain our commercial and financial inde- 
pendence in opposition to any country in 
the world, but in order to do so wo must 
bo allowed to usa as effective instrumen- 
tality as liro enjoyed by our rivals. Wo 
must have as good money as they have 
and as g-jod credls as they have. 


"It cannot be possible that the interest 


of any part of our people, no. matter what 
may be their occupation, can bo promoted 
by the use of a cheap and inferior money, 
and I confidently believe that a largo num- 
ber of our citizens will sustain every in- 
telligent eff ore to improve tho condition of, 
our currency,"

I exhort 
you to consider that this terrible Arme- 
nian problem is quire as much a one of 
competent men as adequate law; that tho 
mere writing of new provisions upon fresh 
decrees cannot supply the place of gov- 
ernors who know how, and, what is equally 
important, who have the courage and in- 
tegrity to do their duty. I have no doubt 
but the powers will do their best. But do 
not imagine that deep-seated disease in an 
empire can be cured by the wave of a 
magician's wand. The results of long 
years of error will have to be paid for, 
aud cruel and inexorable is the law that 
those will pay who were not originally 
guilty ot the offense. 


••I have taken you for the moment into 


the unaccustomed field of foreign policy. 
Xothinp but the circumstances which I 
have explained would have persuaded mo 
to do so, for I maintain that a foreign 
minister, above all others, is bound to 
value and cherish the TirtuesX silence."

MAYOR CURTIS RENOMINATED 


FOE MAYOR OP BOSTON BYRE- 


PUBLICANS. 


YOUTHFUL CRIMINALS 


Wrecked a >"ew "Eork Central Train and 


Caused Two Deaths. 


BosiE, N. 5T., Nov. 20.—The deliberate- 


wrecking of fast mall train No. 6, east- 
bound, on the New York Central railroad, 
was accomplished about three miles west 
of: this city at 4.^0 o'clock yesterday morn-' 
ing. All the spikes and fishplates from 
iwo opposite rails on the southerly track 
had been removed. The two released rails 
were left in their places on the track. As 
the train comprising four mail 'cars and 
three sleeping cars came along at tho rate1 


of about 40 miles an hour, the locomotive 
left the track, bounded over the ties and 
fell sideways into the ditch, 12 feet deep, 
on the south side of the track. 


The first two mail cars shot by the en- 


gine, the first one loading fully 75 feet 
from the point where the engine left the 
track. The second and third mail cars 
came together in V-shape, and the wreck 
of the engine lay in the open space be- 
tween them. There were about 50 passen- 
cers in the three sleepers and not one of 
them -was hurt. 


Nathan N. Hager, engineer, and a 


tramp, riding on the platform between 
first and second mail cars, were killed. 
The wounded numbered eight. The tools 
with which tho spikes were pulled were 
found on the track after the wreck. 


Three boys have been arrested for wreck- 


ing the train. They are .I.W. Hildreth, 
Fred Bristol and Herbert Plato. Hildreth 
has made a confession implicating the 
other two, and one Theodore Hibbard. 


Hildreth said they intended to rob the 


passengers when the wreck occurred, but 
that it being more disastrous than they ex- 
pected,- they became frightened and ran 
away. These boys have also acknowl- 
edged that they are the ones -who at- 
tempted tha wreck of a -week ago last 
Sunday night.

| on Middle street, known as the Parker 


i bloclc, and located about midway between 
Central and Palmer streets, is a mass of 
rules today. 


What proved one of the moat disas- 


trous fires that over visited this city, 
spread over tlie building early this morn- 
ing and destroyed several business estab- 
lishments located in the block. 


It was at 1.40 tills morning that "Bob" 


Adams of the Harris house saw a streak 
of fire shoot out of one of tho windows 
across tho alley ia the rear of Middle 
street;. 


"Bob" ran to tlie corner of Middle and 


Central streets, but 
Officers Maher and 


Brady were there before him, for they too 
had seen the flrst warning of the destruc- 
tive blaze that raged in the big business 
block. 


An alarm from box 50 was sounded and 


the department responded quickly. 
It 


was a stubborn blaza to battle with. 
So 


much headway had it gained tliat the 
jlaines rushed out from every opening in 
the building and for a time the men 
found it difficult to locate just where it 
was fiercest. 


Across the alley the sheet of flame 


stretched over to the rear of tho building 
in which J. W. Cassidy's dry goods store 
is located. 
Here several streams were 


played to prevent the fire from making 
headway on this side of the alley. 


In the Parker building the blaze crept 


along the sidowall from the ground floor 
up to tho second, then to the third floor, 
till finally it appeared to those who were 
looking 
on

mass 
of 


fire. Higher than tho top of the Jbuilding 
eaped thu great tongues of ^devouring 
flame. 


Chief Hosmer early realized that he was 


dealing with a tough customer and a 
second alarm was pulled in ten minutes 
after the first alarm was rung. 


About this time the crowd of spectators 


grew larger and somewhat impeded the 
work of tho firemen. 
Capt. Moffatt and a 


squad of ofliecra roped off. a large space 
ami saw that no one only those who had a 
right went near tlie burning building. 


The alley in the rear of the building 


afforded little room for the men to move 
about, and the falling glass from the win- 


• dows above madegit extremely dangerous 
1 to stand directly in line with the block. 


Then to make it worse, the electric 


wires fell with a sizzling noise, and curled 
about on the ground. 


Soon a loud report was heard, followed 


by several others and then it was said that 
the barrels of liquor in J. M. Pevey's 


{ place had exploded.

Tint horso is much more oasity hit than 
tho man. "War statistics, including all the 
world's battlf.- fought between 1SOO and 
ISU.j. pliow that for every 100 cavalry or 
artillery soldiers killed thoro were 12U 
hurst's. But a traveling fort could not bo 
destroyed nearly so rjulcklj' as a warship, 
for tho reason that thoro is no water to 
nish into tho former. A hundred holes can 
bo shot clear through it, ami yet it will go 
on unless tho vital machinory be broken. 


Tho adoption of tho horseless vehicle, as 


is contemplated, for the simple army train, 
may haul to the adoption of these- annorod 
laud vessels some day. At each of its 41 
military posts our army employs two or 
more wafror.s. 
These wagons have boun 


used in tli« army since tlie war, with but 
l:til{; alteration. Both would bo important 
factors of tho army train iu tho event of 
war witli u foi-uign power. Thoy aro slow, 
but Ktiro, as aro tho government mules 
which draw them. But tho government 
,mulo will not lung be in use in thoso ad- 
yluiecd days, whon all tho armies of tho 
world aro striving to solve tho problem of 
rapid transit. 


Tho movement is fast on foot to mount 


ottr regular soldiers, as well as militia- 
men, on bicycles. 
When tboso aro in use, 


marches of 100 miles or more will 1;2 mado 
in thu light of ono day. Forced ones of 
ilnulilu length will easily bo niado in 24 
hours. .Tho bicycle needs but u llttlo oil 
and is always ready. It is, therefore, ap- 
parent to progressive military mor. that 
with the advent of tho bicyolo must come 
tho advent of tho horseless carriage in the 
urmy provision train. 


Another important bearing of tho com- 


pact road motor upon modern warfare will 
be tho possibility of hauling Cold car.non 
witiiout tho ftul of horses. Tiio field piece 
is tl:o. clumsiest, of all instrtimonts of war- 
fare to manago during a retreat. 1'or this 
reason alone cnnnon aro so often deserted 
i:i the field to fall into tho hands of tho 
eue.niy. 


"When good roads muko the horseless 


conveyance popular, wo will have to propel 
our canuou at. a rapid rate, on tho march, 
to keep up with thu rapid .paco of tho bi- 
cyclo cavalry and infantry and the provi- 
sion wagons propelled by tho storage but- 
tery, naphtha, gasoline, petroleum oud 
other motors. 


It is wild that a Now Jersey inventor has 


prepared plans for an acetylene automobile 
carriage, soon to bo built and run in Wash- 
ington tills winter. This promises to bo a 
very cheap motor, employing the now gas 
renowned for its low rato of pjsfc. 


Developments in tho lightness, compact- 


ness and power of motors will also proba- 
bly permit airships to bo mado and util- 
ized in war.

gagement a century henco now begins to 
appear to tho mind's eye. Imagine that a 
great foreign host is falling in upon us. 
Jlyrlads-of floating fortresses arc guarding 
our shores from far. out to sea.

"Sinee that declaration was mace here, .

$lC.'V'^VlfK) luivo hreix issued to proeure gold 
for On: redi.'ni[tt-Ion of United States notes 
nnd treasury notes, arid obligations of the 
fjovrrnniont 0:1 neeotint. of t.lic notes still 
remain ibi- same :i^ iu the beginning1. 
The notes are rc-tleemcd, but- they are un- 
paid, and i:' our legislation is not changed, 
no matter how often they be presented 
und rui.l'jeiiu:d liereafter, they will still re- 
inuiu unpaid. 


One-SIded ObUgfttloTU 


"If tliispnliny of redemiition and reissue 


is continued, Lho interest bearing cleht will 
be greatly increased, while tho non-intcr- 
est boariuji debt will not be in the least 
diminished. The disadvantages of such a 
system are so obvious tliat it is hardly 
necessary to enumerate them. The gov- 
ernment,- has undertaken to keep an un- 
limited amount of circulating notes in 
value e<iu.al to gold coin, and, at the same 
time, it has no legal authority to compel 
anybody to give it g<»ld in exchange for 
the notes, or-to pay gold on any demand 
due to it. The obligation Is all on one side 
and tho power is all on the other. 


''Our legal standard of value is as sound 


as that of any country in the world, and 
if we had such u currency system as would 
certainly guarantee its permanent main- 
tenance, no government or people would 
command a larger credit or realize greater 
benefits from it than ours; but tho great; 
Investors oE tho world appreciate the dif- 
ficulties under which wo arc laboring, and 
until thcso difficulties are removed wo 
cannot reasonably hopn to pee perfect con- 
fidence restored at, homo or abroad. 


"Tho fundamental vice in our currency 


sj'stunt Is the legal tender note redeemable 
in coin by the government and reissuable 
under the law. There are other defects, 
but this is fundamental and radical, ami. j 
threatens the stability of thu whole vol-i 
umo of our currency. So lung as these, j 
notes are outstanding, the slightest dim- 
inution of the coin reserve tmthorized 
by law for their redemption at once ex- 
cites a feeling of apprehension and mid- 
trust in tho publiu mind, affects the values 
of all our securities, curtails investments 
and, more or less, seriously embarrasses 
all tiie business aflnirs of the people. 


"In attempting to provide a circulating 


mcuiuiu consisting of its own notes re- 
deemable in coin on presentation and re- 
issunblc after redemption the government 
of tho United States is engaged in a busi- 
ness for which it is wholly unfitted and 
which was never for a ::noment contem- 
plated.by its founders. Ic was never con- 
templated that it should convert itself 
into n. bank of issue aud furnish a legal 
tender paper currency lot the use of tho 
people. 


Call For Retirement. 


;'No change that can be made in our 


currency system, will affo.?d the relief to 
which the gAverr.munt and people are en- 
ticled unless) it provides for the retire- 
ment and eiiifecllatiau of thu legal tender 
United Statos notes. Anything less than 
:his will be simply a, palliative and not a 
sure for the financial ills to which tho 
country is uow subject. 


"While the pecuniary loss to which tho 


people have been subjected by the issuo 
and continued circular-ion of legal tender 
paper has been almost* incalculable, this 
has not been, by any means tho only in- 
jury inflicted r.pon the country. 
Tho 


widespread demoralization of public senti- 
ment resulting from 
the false, theories 


which such a system necessarily engen- 
ders has been, and still is, one uf the great- 
est sources of our financial difficulties. 


"The proposition that, a promise of tho 


government, to pay is money is just as ab- 
surd 'us a proposition t,hat a promise to de- 
liver a horse is a horse. And yet there are 
eminent nu-n high in the public councils 
who believe that the United Status prom- 
issory note is actual mnney, and r-hat the 
statute which compels all the people to re- 
ceive it aa actual money is constitutional 
and ought to be continued iu force. 


"Tho pound sterling has nirulo London 


not only thu principal .market, but tho 
clearing house of the world. England not 
only realizes great pralks from her own 
trade, but the intoruarional trade of all 
our countries, for the simple reason that 
the balances are settled upnu the basis of 
her standard ot value, und the credits 
which repri'St-nt them almost, necessarily 
pass through the hands of, her merchants 
and baaker-i. 


"Wit.li an inferior currency, wo could 


never successfully contest her supremacy, 
and the belief that we can punish her or 
enrich ourselves by '.lesiruying the value 
of our own money is one of tho most re- 
markable delusions of the age. Wo are 
treat enough and strong enough to main- 
tain our comrr.ureial and financial inde- i 
pundence in opposition to any country in 
the world, bur in order to do so we" must- j 
bo allowed to use as effective iustrumen- i 
tality as ant enjoyed by our rivals. 
We j 


must have us good money as they have 
and as good credit as they have. 


*'It winnot bu possible that the interest; 


o'f any pa-rt of our. people, no matter what 
may be t-heir occupation, can be promoted 
by the use of a chyap aud inferior money, 
and I confidently Ix-lieve that a large num- 
ber of our citizens will susruin every in- 
telligent effort to'improve the condition of 
our currene-y."

Thi-<correspondent is no less a person 
tlmn the Sultan of Turkey.

mands of the sender. 


"In'that speech on tha occasion of tho 


Lord -Mayor's day dinner 1 expressed the 
opinion nod said that I had little con- 
fidence that tho reforms promised for tiie 
Turkish empire would lie carried into exe- 
cution. The sultan sends me u message 
saying that this statement has pained him 
very much, as the carrying out of these 
reforms is u matter already decided upon 
by him, and, furthermore, he is desirous of 
executing them as soon as possible. 


"Tho message then proceeds, after some 


intermediary observations: 'I repeat I 
will execute these reforms. I will tako 
tho papers containing them and see my- 
sc'.f that every article is put into force. 
This is my earnest- determination, and I 
give you my word of honor. I -wish Lord 
Salisbury to know this, and I bog and de- 
sire that his lordship, having confidence 
in these declarations, will make another 
sjiecch by virtue of the friendly feeling and 
disposition he has for me and my country. 
I shall await the result of this with the 
greatest anxiety.' " 


Lord Salisbury then continued: "These 


last words will acquit mo of. any impro- 
priety in .which I acknowledge to bo n 
very unprecedented course—the reading of 
a communication of. time kind at a public 
meeting.

BOARD OK TRADE. 


Mooting* to Ije Held Weekly on tho Finan- 


cial Commission Report. 


The board of trade met last night at 1U 


quarters am! ^ec'y Smith called to order 


all the decisions of all the European pow- 
ers. This is crediting us with more in- 
fluence than wo possess. 
Whatever is 


done must be done with unanimity, and 
we can only speak in behalf of one of the 
powers which will concur, if they concur, 
in any action which may be taken. I will 
not admit thnt the responsibility of any 
of the decisions taken rests entirely or 
mainly on this country. 
"The responsibility is upon us and npon 


all the powers in common. All those -who 
have this responsibilty must act together, 
so if there are others who cannot agree with 
the powers, those others cannot have their 
own way. But I am in no wise desirous 
of intimating that the slightest shade of 
disappointment up to this moment has 
arisen between the powers." 


' Jtustctn Pasha's Good Qualities. 


Lord Salisbury then proceeded to extol 


Rustem Pasha. He said that he was con- 
vinced if men like Rustem Patha had been 
placed in charge of the districts where all 
theso horrors have occurred the con- 
science of Europe would have never been 
racked by all these tales of suffering and 
terror, if there had been men around the 
sultan like Kustem Pasha, present condi- 
tions would not exist. The present prob- 
lem could not bo solved by the external 
action of the advising powers. This, Lord 
Salisbury pronounced a clnmsy device at 
best. 
Coutinuiug, he said the problem 


should have been solved by the natural 
operation of the working councillors of 
an enlightened monarchy, acting through 
cfTicieut and competent instruments. 


Lord Salisbury added: "I do not see 


who tho men are who are to stand as rep- 
resentatives of the Kustem Pasha typo of 
officials at tho sublime porte. I exhort 
you to consider that- this terrible Arme- 
nian problem is quite as much a one of 
competent men as adequate law-; that the 
mere writing of new provisions upon fresh 
decrees cannot supply the place of gov- 
ernors who know how, and, what is equally 
important, who have the courage and in- 
tegrity to do their duty. I have rio doubt 
but- the powers will do their best. But do 
not imagine that deep-seated disease in an 
empire can bo cured by the -wave of a 
magioian's wand.

YOUTHFUL CKI31INALS 


Wrecked a New Tork Central Train and 


Caused Two Deutlis. 


ROME, N. Y., Nov. 20.—The deliberate 


wrecking of fast moil train No. 6, east- 
hound, on the New York Central railroad, 
was accomplished about three miles west 
of this city at 4.M3 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. AU the spikes and fishplates from 
two opposite rails on the southerly track 
had been removed. The two released rails 
were left in their places on the track. As 
tho train comprising four mail cars and 
three sleeping cars came along at the rate 
of about 40 miles an hour, the locomotive 
left the track, bounded over the ties and 
fell sideways into the ditch, 12 feet deep, 
on the south side of the track. 


The first two mail cars sbot by the en- 


gine, the first one loading fully 75 feet 
from the point where 'the engine left the 
track. The second and third mail cars 
came together in V-shape, and the wreck 
of the engine lay in the open space be- 
tween them. There were about 50 passen- 
gers in the three. sleepers and not one of 
them was hurt. 


Nathan N. Hager, engineer, and a 


tramp, riding on the platform between 
first and second mail cars, were killed. 
Tho wounded numbered eight. The tools 
with which the spikes were pulled vrere 
found on the track after the wreck. 


Three boys have been arrested for wreck- 


ing the train. They are J.,iV. Hildreth, 
Fred Bristol and Herbert Plato. Hildreth. 
has made a confession implicating the 
other two, and one Theodore Hibbard. 


Hildreth said they intended to rob tho 


passengers when the wreck occurred, but 
that it being more disastrous than they ex- 
pected, they became frightened and ran 
away. These boys have also acknowl- 
edged that they are the ones who at- 
tempted the wreck of a week ago last 
Suuday night.
